REMARKS 

Claims 1-36 were pending in the application. Claim 3-5, 8-10, 14-16, 19-21, 28- 
30 and 33-35 have been cancelled. Claims 1, 6, 7, 11, 17, 18, 31 and 32 have been 
amended. Claims 1, 2, 6, 7, 11-13, 17, 18, 22-27, 31, 32, and 36 remain pending in the 
application. 

Objection to the Drawings: 

The drawings were objected to. Specifically, Figure 1 was objected to for being 
too dark. Attached herewith are formal drawings submitted for approval. Applicant 
submits that Figure 1 of the attached formal drawings meets all formal requirements, and 
therefore respectfully requests withdrawal of the objection. 

35 U.S.C. §112 Rejections: 

Claims 19-21 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph. Applicant 
notes that these claims have been cancelled and thus the § 112 rejection is believed moot. 

35 U.S.C § 102 Rejections, § 103 Rejections, and Allowable Subject Matter: 

The claims were subject to various 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) rejections, as well as 
various 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) rejections. The Examiner also objected to claims 5-6, 16-17, 
and 30-31 as being dependent on a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form to include all the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. Claim 1 has been amended to include the limitations of claim 5, 
along with the limitations of intervening claims 3 and 4. Claim 1 1 has been amended to 
include the limitations of claim 16, including intervening claims 14 and 15. Claim 23 has 
been amended to include the limitations of claim 30, including intervening claims 28 and 
29. For at least these reasons, Applicant submits that independent claims 1, 11, and 23 
are in condition for allowance, and therefore respectfully requests removal of the 35 
U.S.C. § 102(b) and 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) rejections.
